Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claim(s) 31-42, drawn to a method for improve purification of a first substance 
bound to paramagnetic particles. 

Group II, claim(s) 43-67, drawn to a device comprising a first container, a first line in 
fluid communication with the first container via an opening, and a portion of the first line 
has an enlarged cross-sectional area, a first magnet which is positioned to produce a 
first magnetic field in a region of the first container, optionally a second magnet. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the corresponding 
special technical feature of the two groups is the device comprising a first container, a 
first line in fluid communication with the first container via an opening, and a portion of 
the first line has an enlarged cross-sectional area, a first magnet which is positioned to 
produce a first magnetic field in a region of the first container, optionally a second 
magnet. 

However, such feature is taught by Miltenyi et al. (US 5,385,707). Miltenyi et al. 
uses an apparatus comprising a chamber (1 1 ) which is the container of the present 
invention, the magnets (1 2) are in a region of the chamber 1 1 , a line in fluid 
communication with the chamber (1 1 ) and an enlarged portion in the first line (the splits 
or bigger area just above the needle 16) (see figure 1 in Miltenyi). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must
